DETAILED ACTION 

This is the fifth office action for U.S. Application 10/670,445 for a 
Container Support Device filed on September 25, 2003. Applicant's request for 
reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office action is persuasive and, 
therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 1-17, 21-23, 27, and 28 
are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 24-26 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art does not disclose a hemofiltration system with a container 
support device with an attachment member attached to a joint body, the joint body 
configured to rotate about a vertical axis of the member, the joint body having a first 
joint member configured to couple to the attachment member in rotatable relation

thereto and a second joint member configured to coupled to the first joint member and 
move along a first arc, a support body movably coupled to the second joint member and 
configured to move along a second arc, and at least two container support extending 
from the support body, wherein the container support is at least one of shaped or 
oriented to stably support the fluid container.
